The Senate passed tonight the Knigttt 
bill carrying out the Governor’s recom- 
mendations, The bifl amends ‘Section 
106 of the Public Service Commission’s 
law by adding the following provision 
for valuations: 

‘* Such valuation shal# be made with 
due regard to the estimated ‘prospective 
earning capacity of ‘the property neces- 
sarily used in the. public ‘service: at the 
rate or rates of fare that the company 
prior to the taking effect of this act 
was entitled to charge, in view of the 
provisions of the contract or. franchise 
upon which the property is operated or 
held, or of any lawful order in force 
fixing or regulating rates of fare, and 
of the competition of other lines, and 
with due regard to all. other, pertinent 
facts and conditions: But such valua- 
tion shall not in any case exceed the 
fair reconstruction cost of the property, 
less depreciation.” 

The bill provides that ‘‘ such valuation 


as finally determined by the commission 
shall be the basis for all allowances to 
the railroad companies under the plan, 
and for the filing of returns on the prop- 
erty so valued, anythi in this chap- 
re to the contrary notwithstanding.’’

The distinction is ‘held’ to emphasize 
Secretary. Hughe’’s contention that 
these rights have beén obtained by the 
United. States as one of the principal 
Aled and Associated Powers. The 
change was made in order to make it 
clear that. benefits* stipulated for ‘the 
United States in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles as one of the+principal Allied 
and Associated Powers ‘‘ and to which it 
is entitled ’’ are benefits directly de- 
rived because it was one ‘of the five 
powers that confefred these benefits.

Thibaut, Inc., one of the 
largest dealers in wailpapver in New 
York, was found dead, hanging to the 
rafters of the barn of ‘his big estate, 
Fairfield,’ midway between Central Val- 
ley and Highland Falls, N. Y., yester- 
day. 

Mr. Thibaut, who had been forced to 


retire from active businéss some years 
ago because of ill health, is said to have 
been mentally irresponsible and to have 
been under the care of psychiatrists for 
some time. 

Bvery effort was made $8 suppress 
the facts. of the apparent suicide and 
it was not ‘until early this morning 
that the fact that his death was not 
due to natural causes. was established 
definitely. ys 7 

At Mr. Thibkut’s town. .house early 
this mornittg, a man who said he was 
‘a son-in-law, but declined to say 
whether he was Mr, Adrian or ‘Mr. 
Bartlett, insisted that Mr. ‘Thibaut had 
‘died of a ‘ stroke.” He said the family 
had “been so advised- and that there was 
40 vtruth in. reports from ‘the ‘vicinity. 
of Fairfield that thé body had been 
found hanging. 

The local medical examiner, it was re- 
ported, issued a death certificate in 
which he aseribed Mr, ‘Thibaut's passifig 
to “accidental strangulation.’’ Commu- 
nication both with the examiner and 
with the Thibaut country. place’ “was 
eut off. 

Mr, Thibaut, it was learned, had been 
under the care:of an attendant as Dr, 


William .Broaddus Pritchard of Man- 
hattan, who had his:case in charge, be- 
lieved he should not be allowed to roam 
about the place alone. 

Some time yestérday he: eluded that 
attendant, climbed a ladder into the loft 
of the barn; affixed a rope. about. his 
neck and dropped through a trap, it 
was said. According to.the best -infor- 
mation obtainable it was not ugtil sev- 
eral hours after he affixed the noose 
that the body was found and cut down. 

The nearest physician. was summoned 
but Mr. Thibaut was beyond help. 

Mr. Thibaut was aboutr5&8 years old. 
He had beer on the,country place, Fair- 
fheld, ever since the onset of. fair 
weather, having gone there with the at- 
tendant and a daughter, Miss Natalie, 
from his town house at: 166 West sai

Mr. Thibaut until his’ retirement was 
head of the concern bearing his name 
which is located at 153 Madison Avenue. 
His son, Richard &. Thibaut \Jr., is 
Treasurer of the firm, and another son, 
Frank, is associated with the firm. 
There are. two other children beside 
those mentioned, Mrs. Edward R. Bart- 
lett and Mrs. Anthony Adrian. _ 

Mr. Thibaut was vorn in Milford, Pa., 
and@ame to New York as a boy. He at- 
tended a public schoo! until he. was 13 
years old, when ‘the circifmstances of his 
family compelled him to go to work. He 
started in the wall paper -business at 
that age and nevet left it.. At the age of 
20 he first engaged in business for him- 
self, starting a place on the old Bowery. 
The business prospered and some years 
later it was moved further up town. 

Mr. Thibaut belonged to the Lotos and 
the Tuxedo Country clubs, He leaves a 
widow, ,who was Miss Josephine Degen-

‘[initely the making of a treaty of peace 


with Germany, unless it be a ‘sep- 
arate peace, which he for very good 
reasons, holds to be inadequate. It is 


. theoretically possible, although prac- 
| tically it would be most difficult, to 


detach the Covenant from the Treaty 
of: Versailles. What remained would 
not be a treaty at all; it would be 
rmérely a draft prepared by the United 
States. It would have to be a ‘nego- 
tiated: treaty before it could be sub- 
mitted to the. Senate for ratification.’ 
The Treaty agreed upon at Versailles 
was signed by the. five principal Allied 
and Associated Powers, by twenty- 
two other. Allied. Powers and by Ger- 
many. . Here is a broad and highly 
varied field of negotiation, How much 
time would be required to persuade the 
twenty-six other Allied and. Associated 
Powers and Germany to accept and 
ratify. the. Treaty without the Cove- 
nant, as put before them by. the 
United States, may as well be left to 
conjecture, It is ‘to the last degree 
improbable that all of them cduld 
ever be brought to assent to. our. 
radical revision of the instrument, 
but thé mere opening and carrying on 
of negotiations to a conclusion, ,what- 
ever it might be, would occupy much 
time. 

The policy declared in. the Presi- 
dent’s address to Congress, therefore, 
will give the Senate opportunity: to 
transact a great deal of domestic busi- 
ness before its attention is again de- 
manded by the Treaty. Mr. KNox’s 
resolution declaring that .we have

PROFITS AND PROPERTY. 

Governor MILLER’s message. regard- 
ing the amendment of the Public 
Service Commission law shows intel- 
ligent anticipation of the decision of 
the Supreme Court regarding the legal 
status of fares under franchises and 
contracts, and offers greater hope for 
the preservation of the nickel fare 
than has come from anyother quar- 
ter. The Governor’s message also ac- 
cords: with the decision of the New 
York Supreme Court that franchises 
and faré contracts cannot be altered 
by legal process because the. profits 
are unsatisfactory. That point was 
overlooked by. those whose comments” 
on ‘the Federal dedision were to tho 
effect that it annulled the obligations 
of contracts. . In both cases what the 
courts affirmed was the sacredness of 
property, not of profits. or ‘contracts. 
Governor MILuER’s view is that fran- 
chises aré assumed at the risk of 
profits or losses, and that owners of 
franchises or contracts have no claim 
upon ‘public regulation to assure 
profits, or to safeguard against losses, 
under:normal conditions. Only when 
conditions are abnormal. and result in 
confiscation of property is ‘there 
ground for relief. 

That.is notoriously the case regard- 
ing the entire public utility situation, 
including both steam and electric rail- 
ways. Speaking specifically regarding 
the tractions, it is known to all that 
they were ordered to raise wages as a 
measure to win the war, and were for- 
bidden to raise fares.’.In hundreds of 
cities in all States this situation has 
been recognized and relief been grant- 
ed which is refused only in this city, 
for ‘reasons of politics alone. Neither 
ethics ‘nor: economics is among the 
motives of those whose action regard-’ 
jing the nickel fares threatens confisca- 
tion of property on the false plea of 
sacredness of contracts and protection 
of public-interests. Governor MILLER 
is the. true protector of public inter- 
ests, the real punisher of économie er- 
rors, and the sole hope. of preservation 
of . the nickel fare at. the expense of

LIMITING ARMAMENTS: 

In what he has to say in his first 
address #6 Congress about limitation 
of armaments, President HarpInc 
gives but a dubious encouragement to 
Senator Boraw and other advocates of 
an international conference. Mr. te

We shall not entirely discard our 

agencies for defense until there is 

removed. the. need to defend. We are 
‘ready to co-operate with other nations 
to ‘approximate, disarmament,  but-

That war would-have 
been fought on German soil; Germany 
would -have suffered as France. had 
already ‘suffered. The Germans. signed 
the Treaty and promised to pay the in- 
demnity in. order to escape invasion 
and devastation. ‘Relying on that 
promise, the Allies allowed them ‘to 
escape invasion, and now they refuse 
to pay the indemnity, 

The Germans have already obtained 
their money’s worth for the indemnity 
which they have not paid, and ap- 
parently do not intend to pay. If 
they refuse to carry out their part of 
the bargain, the French are absolved 
from the other side of the contract. 
If the Germans want to preserve the 
immunity which they gained by fight- 
ing the war on French soil, they: will 
have to pay-for it;° and it is mere 
ordinary justice if the French insist 
that the Germans must elther pay up 
according to promise or take the con- 
sequences. * Mr, BrraAND ‘has just ob-" 
sérved that France has a rendezvous 
with’ Germany on May 1. .If. the 
French, and the world.at large, are to 
begin to believe that this rendezvous 
will impress the Germans only if it is 
kept in Unter den Linden, that is thé 
fault of the Germans who have shown 
themselves insensible to any argument 
but force.

From a similar 
catastrophe baseball has beén saved, 
for the time at any rate. It lies with 
the club owners notless than with the 
players to see that it is ‘kept safe.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Secretary 
of War Weeks today asked for the au- 
thority “of Congress to dispose to any 
foreign. nation with which the United. 
States is at peace, upon such terms as 
he may deem expedient, War. Depart- 
ment foodstuffs now or hereafter found 
to be'surplus and for which there is: no 
adequate domestic market. The request 
was made in. a letter to Senator Wads- 
worth, Chairman of the ‘Senate Military 
Committee. The immediate purpose is to 
authorize the War Department to sell 
about 81,000,000 pounds of surplus cahned 
meat now in army storehouses which for 
two years. it has been endeavoring to sell 
in this country... 

* Every known means,” said Secretary 
Weeks, ‘‘ has been employed..to move 
this’ surplus in the domestic market. It 
has been advertised frof coast to coast 
in quantities and prices which would at- 
tract all classes of ‘buyers. The War 
Department has even attempted to dis- 
pose of these meats through established 


‘retail stores. . 
\‘‘ There is -a considerable national 
prejudice in this country against canned 
meats, probably exaggerated by ‘the 
stories of returning soldiers concerning 
“carined willie.’ Our people are not a 
canried-meat eating race. The total pro- 
duction of canned meats and soups in 
the United States amounts to about 
145,000,000 pounds per annum, 
“Notwithstanding all the efforts to 
market these meats, including extensive 
advertising, there still remains. about 
81,000,000. pounds surplus.in the War De- 
partment storehouses. The Sixty-sixth 
Congress authorized the Secretary of 
War to dispose <% surplus stocks to for- 
eign countries except ’ foodstuffs.’ The 


probable intention’ of: Congress at that 
date was to request the disposal of food- 
tei within “he United States in order 
to bring down the high cost of living. 

“‘Tt is my Lng in view of the fact 
that these canned meats have now been 
on the market for over two years, that 
the American public’ has. conclusively 
shown that will oa absorb this large 
surplus. It is wéll known that these 
canned meats.can be sold abroad pro- 
viding the prohibition above refe to 
ig removed, 

‘*In view of the above, I most urgently 
recommend. that necessary action be 
taken. by Congress at the earliest pos- 
sible date to remove the prohibition 
against the sale of surplus foodstuffs 
to foreign countries and that the widest 
authority be conferred upon the Secre- 
tary of War..to enable him to offer 
these meats to foreign countries on. lib- 
eral credit arrangements., It is believed 
that, in view of thé prospect of spoilage, 
these meats should be disposed of pref- 
erably to nations having fair credit 
but that they snould be. disposed of if 
necessary to any nation faced by serious 
food shortage, even though the prospects 
of. immediate reinbursement to the Gov- 
ernment are slight; in other words, that 
in the disposal of these canned meats, 
the humanitarfan as i met of the matter 
be taken into consideration. 

“In the last analysis, it would, in my 
opinion, be more a visable to ive. such 
portion of the meats as could not be 
sold to advantage. to certain. under- 
nourished nations rather than to see this. 
large quantity of foodstuffs spoil in our 
warehouses.”’
